The following title is suggested: - - Electrooptical display device having textured 
body on flat surface of pixel electrode - -. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 36-89 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches a method of manufacturing a 
display device comprising various steps, more specifically, as the following: 

Forming a body with a texture surface on the flat surface of the pixel electrode by 
a photolithography [claims 36, 43, 50, 57, 64. 71; as shown in Figs.4A-4C] 

The closest reference Us 5,805.252 (Shimada et al) discloses a method to form a 
bumps body (texture body) in an organic insulating film (42) using photolithography, and 
then forming the pixel electrode (38) on the bumps body, so that the texture body is 
formed below the pixel electrode. This invention is forming a texture body on the flat 
surface of the pixel electrode using photolithograph method.
